21. (New) The composition for oral administration according to claim 6, wherein the one or 
more waxes are selected from the group consisting of shellac, gelatin, hydrogenated beef tallow, 
hydrogenated castor oil, hydrogenated cottonseed oil, hydrogenated soybean oil, stearic acid, 
palmitic acid, alminium monostearate, glyceryl mono- or dipalmitate, glyceryl mono-, di- or 
tristearate, cetyl alcohol, stearyl alcohol, myristyl alcohol, 12-hydroxystearyl alcohol, beewax, 
Japan wax, camauba wax, paraffin wax, whale wax, and synthetic wax. 

22. (New) The composition for oral administration according to claim 6, wherein the granule 
comprises 20 to 40% by weight of the enteric film coating. 

23. (New) The composition for oral administration according to claim 6, wherein the granule 
comprises 20 to 50% by weight of the one or more waxes. 
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
